REQUIREMENTS   FOR   ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  into  the  Collegiate  Department 
must  be,  at  least,  fourteen  years  of  age,  and  must  present 
satisfactory  evidence  of  good  moral  character  and  good  health, 
with  credentials  from  their  last  instructor,  or  from  the  institu- 
tion where  they  last  studied.  These  certificates  must  be  sent 
to  the  President  before  the  student  can  be  received. 


GENERAL       R E Q U I R 1 M E N T S . 

Requirements  for  the  Fresman  class  in  all  the  courses  are 
the  same  in  English  and  Latin.  Candidates  must  pass  satis- 
factory examinations  in  the  following: 

1.      English  Language,   Literature  and  Rhetoric. 

Grcvmmar. — Including  Analysis  and  Criticisms  of  Sentences. 

Rhetoric. — Including  Choice  of  Words,  Construction  of 
Sentences,  and  Figures  of  Speech.  For  text-book,  A.  S. 
Hill's    Principles    of    Rhetoric,   or    Kellogg's    Text-book   on 
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Rhetoric,    or    Hart's    Composition    and    Rhetoric,    is    recom- 
mended. 

Composition. — On  one  of  three  subjects,  to  be  assigned  at 
the  time  of  the  examination,  covering  not  less  than  two  pages 
(foolscap),  correct  in  punctuation,  capital  letters,  spelling  and 
grammar,  and  showing  proficiency  in  the  principles  of  Khetoric 
named  above.  In  order  to  meet  these  requirements,  students 
should  have  frequent  practice  in  Composition  during  the  last 
year  of  the  preparatory  course.  The  subjects  will  be  taken 
from  the -English  Literature  required  for  the  year.

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ACADEMIC      DEPARTMENT. 

There  are  five  courses  of  study  in  the  Academic  Depart- 
ment. Four  of  them  are  arranged  with  special  reference  to 
the  pieparation  of  students  for  the  established  courses  in  the 
Collegiate  Department.  The  fifth  course  is  intended  to  pre- 
pare teachers  tor  any  position  in  the  public  schools.  It  is 
based  on  the  requirements  made  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Instruction  for  those  who  wish  to  secure  a  State  Teacher's 
License.     The  courses  are  as  follows  : 

I.  Classical  Course. 

II.  Philosophical  Course. 

III.  Scientific  Course. 
IY.     Literary  Course. 
Y.       Normal  Course. 

Each  of  these  courses  extends  through  three  years.  But  in 
all  cases  when  it  can  be  done,  students  are  advised  to  take 
four  years  for  preparation  and  pursue  the  study  of  elementary 
sciences  further  than  they  can  in  three  years.  Students  who 
have  completed  a  part  of  either  course  before  entering  will  be 
allowed  to  complete  it  as  speedily  as  possible  consistent  with 
good  scholarship.

RHETORICAL   WORK. 

The  Students  are  classified  for  Rhetorical  Work  and  in- 
struction and  practice  in  elocution.  The  course  extends  from 
the  first  year  of  the  academic  year  to  the  senior  year  of  the 
Collegiate  Course.  It  includes  a  study  of  Etymology,  Or- 
thoepy, Yocal  Culture,  Rhetoric,  Art  of  Expression,  Parlia- 
mentary Law,  Science  of  Rhetoric,  Analysis  of  Themes  and 
American  Literature. 


RELIGIOUS   TRAINING, 

The  supreme  aim  of  this  College  is  to  send  out  not  merely 
finished  scholars,  but  also  able  and  willing  Christian  workers. 
Students  are  expected  to  attend  daily  chapel  exercises  and 
divine  services,  and  Bible  school  on  the  Lord's  Day.  The 
study  of  the  English  Scriptures  is  required  of  all  students. 
The  great  end  sought   is  familiarity  with   the   contents  of  the 
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Word  of  God.  Questions  which  belong  to  dogmatic  theology 
are  avoided.  Special  attention  is  given  to  the  Bible  as  an 
English  classic.  Its  relation  to  civil  and  religious  liberty,  to 
a  sound  education  and  to  all  the  practical  affairs  of  life  is 
specially  considered.  The  instruction  is  intended  to  give  one 
a  knowledge  of  this  incomparable  Book  as  man's  safest  guide 

The  professor  in  Greek  reads  some  portion  of  the  Greek 
New  Testament  with  the  classical  Sophomores,  and  the  pro- 
fessor of  Modern  Languages  pursuers  the  same  plan  with  the 
other  classes.  Lessons  in  Inductive  Bible  Study  are  used  in 
the  study  of  the  English  Scriptures. 

The  faculty  and  the  students  maintain  a  weekly  prayer- 
meeting,  and  the  students  also  carry  on  several  religious 
societies  whose  meetings  occur  weekly.  No  year,  and  hardly 
a  term,  passes  without  a  marked  religious  interest  in  the 
institution. 

Special  pains  are  taken  to  make  the  College,  in  all  of  its 
departments,  thoroughly  and  positively  Christian.  It  is  con- 
ducted on  the  theory  that  a  school  founded  and  supported  by 
the  prayers  and  money  of  Christians  is  as  truly  a  religious  and 
evangelizing  organization  as  a  Christian  church. 


LITERARY   SOCIETIES. 

The  students  maintain  three  literary  societies  which  meet 
weekly  and  are  well  sustained.  They  furnish  excellent  oppor- 
tunities for  students  to  acquaint  themselves  with  parliamentary 
usages  and  to  cultivate .  the  art  of  public  speaking  and  essay 
writing. 

LIBRARY   AND   READING   ROOM, 

Several  hundred  volumes  of  reference  books  and  of  the 
works  of  standard  English  authors  have  been  added  to  the 
library  the  past  year.  The  students  have  daily  access  to  the 
library  and  also  to  the  reading  room,  which  is  supplied  with 
some  of  the  best  papers  and  periodicals.

Lectures  will  be  given  from  time  to  time  upon  such  topics 
as  are  of  importance  to  young  ladies  in  the  formation  of  cor- 
rect habits  and  character. 

It  is  the  aim  to  secure  all  the  advantages  to  be  found  in  the 
best  ladies'  seminaries,  as  well  as  the  advantages  which  are  to 
be  found  in  co-education. 


ART  . 

Those  who  wish  to  pursue  studies  in  painting  or  drawing 
will  find  superior  advantages.  Students  may  devote  their 
time  wholly  or  in  part  to  these  studies.  This  department  is 
in  charge  of  an  experienced  teacher.

and  have  been  engaged  in  professional  or  other  literary 
studies.

GENERAL   RULES. 

Students  who  desire  to  enter  any  course  will  be  required  to 
pass  an  examination  in  all  the  prescribed  studies;  but  all  who 
come  from  approved  high  schools,  academies  or  other  institu- 
tions, may  be  admitted  on  certificate  of  scholarship  and 
character,  without  examination. 

The  minimum  amount  of  work  for  each  student  per  week  is 
fifteen  recitations.  No  student  will  be  permitted  to  do  less 
than  this  except  by  special  permission. 

No  study  will  be  considered  completed  unless  the  time 
devoted  to  it  equals  that  indicated  in  the  curriculum  given  in 
the  catalogue. 

All  students,  after  matriculation,  are  accountable  for  attend- 
ance upon  recitations  and  other  public  duties  to  which  they 
may  be  assigned.  This  requirement  includes  the  first  day  of 
the  term  as  well  as  the  last. 

After  a  student  has  decided  upon  a  course  of  study  or  upon 
the  studies  for  any  term  no  change  can  be  made  in  full  or  in 
part,  without  the  consent  of  the  Faculty. 

Students  are  not  allowed  to  leave  the  city  during  term-time 
without  the  permission  of  the  President. 

All  bills  are  due  and  payable  the  first  week  of  each  term. 

No  charge  is  made  for  incidental  expenses;  half  tuition  is 
charged  those  taking  one  study;  all  bills  are  payable  in 
advance;  students  must  present  a  receipt  from  the  treasurer 
before    they    can    be    admitted    permanently    to    classes;  half 
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tuition  is  paid  by  children  of  ministers;  one  dollar  per  week 
for  less  than  a  full  term. 

Young  men  who  are  licensed  to  preach,  or  are  recom- 
mended by  their  churches  as  candidates  for  the  ministry,  and 
are  approved  by  the  Faculty,  are  allowed  to  pay  tuition  at 
one-half  rates  after  the  first  term. 

Students  who  wish  to  do  so,  can  find,  by  the  consent  of  the 
Faculty,  employment  of  different  kinds  by  which  the  labor 
of  a  few  hours  each  week  will  meet  a  large  part  of  the  neces- 
sary expenses. 

It  is  of  great  importance  that  students  should  be  in  attend- 
ance at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  Absence,  at  any  time, 
without  a  sufficient  excuse,  is  counted  as  a  failure,  and  will 
seriously  affect  the  standing. 


LOCATION   AND   BUILDINGS. 

Des  Moines  College  is  located  on  a  beautiful  campus  of 
nearly  six  acres  on  North  Ninth  street.  It  is  entirely  removed 
from  the  bustle  and  confusion  of  the  business  portion,  yet  it 
is,  by  three  street  car  lines,  which  run  to  it,  within  a  ride  of 
twenty  minutes  of  the  various  depots  and  business  street. 
This  land  is  well  drained,  sightly  and  admirably  answers  the 
purpose.  The  surroundings  are  all  most  favorable  to  study. 
The  adjoining  property,  for  a  long  distance,  so  far  as  it  is 
occupied,  is  exclusively  used  for  residences  of  an  excellent 
class,  and,  because  of  natural  conditions,  will  never  be  devoted 
to  any  other  use.  Three  of  the  leading  denominations  have 
recently  erected  houses  of  worship  near  the  College.  The 
community  is  composed  of  intelligent,  moral,  refined  and 
religious  people,  who  take  great  pride  in  making  this  part  of 
the  city  healthful  and  pleasant  and  free  from  every  deleterious 
influence. 

The  College  has  two  buildings.  One  is  a  three  story  brick, 
forty  by  eighty   feet,    and  is  used  as  a  dormitory  for  young 
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ladies  and  a  boarding  hall.  The  other  which  was  erected  last 
year,  is  used  exclusively  for  school  purposes.  It  contains, 
now  finished,  furnished  and  in  daily  use,  a  chapel,  which  will 
comfortably  seat  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons,  eight  recita- 
tion rooms,  which  will  each  accommodate  sixty  students,  and 
the  hallways.  The  recitation  rooms  have  large  blackboards 
and  are  supplied  with  the  "university  chair.'1  All  the  rooms 
are  heated  with  furnaces.  Special  attention  has  been  given  to 
ventilation  to  secure  a  plentiful  supply  of  fresh  air  at  the 
right  temperature.  The  building  is  constructed  of  brick  with 
stone  trimmings  and  a  stone  foundation.  It  is  finished  in 
Georgia  pine  in  its  natural  color.  It  is  certain  that  nowhere 
can  there  be  found  more  cheerful,  pleasant,  attractive,  com- 
fortable and  convenient  school-rooms. 


F ACU  LTY 


All  the  members  of  the  Faculty  are  well  prepared  for  their 
work.  Two  were  graduated  at  Oberlin,  and  one  of  these, 
after  taking  his  theological  course  at  Rochester,  received  his 
Master's  Degree  from  the  former;  another  is  a  graduate  of 
Madison  University,  and  then  took  a  post-graduate  course  at 
Yale  University  and  was  granted,  pro  merito,  by  that  institu- 
tion, the  degree  of  Ph.

The  other  members  of  the  Faculty  are  equally 
as  well  qualified  for  their  positions.

Our  students  are  young  men  and  women  of  good  character, 
studious  habits  and  high  aims.  The  esprit  de  corps  is  all  that 
could  be  asked.  The  majority  of  them  are  earnest  Christians. 
The  attendance  during  the  past  year  has  been  more  than  one- 
third  larger  than  last  year,   and  the  prospect  is  very  good  for 
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a  gre  ater  increase  the  coming  year.  The  College  is  in  a  good 
condition  for  a  healthy  growth.  Its  prospects  are  encourag- 
ing to  its  friends.  The  present  management  seeks  to  be  con- 
servative, yet  energetic,  and  proposes  only  such  things  as  are 
practicable  under  the  circumstances.

OFFICIAL   ENDORSEMENT. 

On  the  20th  of  February,  1889,  the  Executive  Board  of  the 
American  Baptist  Education  Society,  adopted  the  following 
resolutions: 

Whereas,  The  Trustees  of  the  University  of  Des  Moines, 
Iowa,  have  invited  for  that  institution  the  endorsement  of  this 
Board;  and, 

Whereas,  The  Institution  is  now,  and  by  its  articles  of 
incorporation,  must  remain  under  Baptist  control ;  and, 

Whereas,  This  institution  is  well  located  to  serve  the 
educational  interests  of  the  people  of  Iowa,  has  a  valuable 
property  in  lands  and  buildings  nearly  free  from  debt,  is 
organized  and  conducted  as  a  college,  and>  as  such,  promises 
to  supply  an  important,  permanent  and  pressing  need  of  the 
Baptists  of  Iowa,  therefore, 
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Resolved,  That  we  heartily  commend  this  Christian  college 
to  the  active  sympathy  and  financial  support  of  all  Baptists 
and  of  all  others  interested  in  Christian  education. 

Resolved,  That  we  reccommend  to  the  Board  of  Trustees  a 
change  in  the  name  of  the  institution  from  University  to  Col- 
lege, to  correspond  with  its  present  work  and  proper  scope. 

The  Secretary  of  the  society,  Rev.  F.  T.  Gates,  in  his 
official  communication  of  the  above,  stated  that  all  the  facts 
bearing  on  the  subject  were  fully  presented  and  that  the  dis- 
cussion was  prolonged,  minute,  thorough,  and  the  final  action 
was  entirely  hearty  and  unanimous.  When  it  is  remembered 
that  this  Executive  Board  is  composed  of  many  of  the. most 
eminent  men  in  the  country,  and  that  it  is  the  policy  of  this 
Society  to  endorse  and  aid  but  one  college  in  the  State,  it  will 
be  seen  that  the  question  is  settled  what  Baptist  college  in 
Iowa  will  receive  the  aid  of  this  great  national  organization. 
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
